S.O. 431, dated the 7ih February, 1966, the Central Covennnem hereby makes 
the following rules, namely':— 

1. Short title and Commencement,—(,1; These rules may be called the Export 
of Pesticide.s (Inspection) Rules, 1066, 

t2) They .shall come into force on the Isi Augu.sl, 1966. 

2. Deflnition,—In. these rules ■‘pestij:idc.s” shall mean pestiddc.s and their 
formulations .specified in the Schedule to these rule.s. 

3. Basis of Inspection.—Inspection of pesticides for export shall be carried out 
with a view to .seeing that pesticides conlorm to either the standard specifica¬ 
tions recognised by the Central Government under section 6 of the Export 
(Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 t22 of 1963), or any other specifica¬ 
tions stipulated in the export contract as declared by the exporter, as the case 
may be, 

4. Procedure for aitixation of recognised mark.—The provisions oI the Indian 
Stfjndard.s In.stitution (Certification Marks) Act, ]t,()2 (36 of 1962), the Indian 
Standards In.'^titution (Certification Marks) Rule.s, 1955, the Indian Standards 
Institution (Certification Mark) Regulations, 1955 and the procedure laid down 
by the Indian Standards Institution in this behalf shall, so far as may be, apply 
to the inspection of pesticides prior to export. 

5. Procedure for Inspection,—(1) An exporter intending to export pesticide.^ 
o;i the ba.sis of specifications other than the .standard specifications, stipulated in 
the export contract, shall give imimation in writing of his intention so to do and 
.submit along with such intimation a declaration of the specifications stipulated 
m the contract relating to such export to the Indian Standards Institution (here- 
maffer referred to as the Agency) recogni.sed under section 7 of the Export 
(Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 196:3), to enable it to carry 
out the inspection. 

(2) Every declaration and intimation under .sub-rule (1) shall be given not 
le.ss than fifteen days before the expected date of shipment. 

M) On reccipl of the intimation and declaration under sub-rule (2), the 
Agency .shall inspect the consignment of pe.sticidcs with a view to seeing that the 
same clmform.s to Ihe specifications .stipulated in the export contract a.s declared 
by Ihe exporter. 

(4) If after inspecLion, the Agency- is satisfied that the consignment of pesti¬ 
cides to be exported complies with the requirement of rule 3, it shall, W'ithiii 
fifteen day.s of the receipt of the intimation and declaration under sub-rule (2). 
issue a certificate to the exporter declaring the consignment as export-yvorthy. 

6. Blacr of In.spectlon.—Every inspection under tbe.se rules shall be carried 
out at ihe port of shipment either~-(a) at the premises of the manufacturer, or 
(b) a1 the pjernises at which the goods are offered by the exporter, provided 
adequate facilities for the purpose exist therein. 

7. Inspection Fee.—For each con.signment of pesticides inspected under rule S, 
a fee at the rate of twenty paise for every one hundred rupees of the f.o.b. value 
of each con.signment shall be paid as inspection fee under these rule.s. 

8. Appeal.—Any person aggrieved by the rcfu.sal of the Agency to issue a 
Certificate under sub-rule (4) of rule 5, may, within ten day.s of receipt of com¬ 
munication of such refusal by him, prefer an appeal to a panel of experts, consist¬ 
ing of not less than three persons^ appointed by the Central Government for the 
purpose.
